In taking it from the ground ba care­ 
ful not to mutilate the roots a6 if 
about to transplant it.

w ill grow all winter if properly cared 
for. 
Take all the earth the roots will 
bold. 
The celery pit should have a sup- j 
porting frame or roof shaped like a 
capital A, only less pointed. 
Muke a 
trench six inches deep b y eight inches 
wide, and set the celery in close, pack 
ing the roots in the earth.

As the nights grow 
colder, put over the roof and cover 
with earth or Btraw or both, leaving 
one or both ends of pit open for air 
When excluded from the light, in such 
a pit, and with roots moist, celery 
grows rapidly, and that already grown 
blanches.

In refitting carpets to different floors 
from those tor which they were originally 
intended it sometimes happens that they 
prove to be of the wrong size. 
If they are 
too large, they need, of course, only be cut 
down to fit. 
If they are too small, the 
question arises of how they shall be extend­ 
ed to the proper dimensions. Reference is 
made to nailed carpets, as rugs do not re­ 
quire to be altered. 
If the carpet has no 
border, a liorder may be purchased and 
added, as the edge need not necessarily 
match the middle exactly. The same com* 
I . 
non of colors is requisite, but the pat- 
i . i n may be different without producing a 
bad effect. When the old carpet is already 
provided with border and is yet not large 
enough, it may be filled out with perfectly 
phiin carpet of some harmonizing color 
and of the same variety—plain ingrain to 
fill out an ingrain carpet, plain brussels 
for a brussels carpet, etc. This plain car­ 
peting may also be used in place of a bor­ 
der with very good results.
